ENJOYS MEET

There Was a good attendance at the 
iv ;t .meeting of the Woman's club of 
Tf %-e, Jan. 10. Mrs. Isabel IP/or- 
i-anS^THenderson, chairman of Inter- 
natwrtal relations for the Woman's 
club of Torrance, and Mrs. HesteV 
Griffith Miller, president of the Wom­ 
an's Christian Temperance union of 
Hollywood, were the .speakers. The 
by-laws were changed to iceep pace 
with the growth of the club and Its 
activities.

Mrs. J. A. Young, president, called 
the meeting to order -at 2:30 by ask­ 
ing all members present to sing 
"America the Beautiful." Then fol­ 
lowed the reading of the minutes by 
Mrs. Julia B. Neelands, secretary, and 
the auditor's report by Mrs. George 
W. Netll. Mrs. Clara Curtls gave her 
report on the Biennial committee. 
Mrs. Henderson, Mrs. Brooks and 
Mrs. J. W. Post were appointed to 
make arrangements for a special 
meeting to be caUed soon. Mrs. Fred 
Hansen reported on the Mothers' Edu- 
cat'onal Center and announced that

the Chamber of Commerce would 
finance the Center for this year. Mrs. 
Steinhllber, chairman of ways and 
means, stated that she had been given 
an extension of time in which to 
dispose of the extracts the club mem­ 
bers are selling.

Mrs. Isabel P. Henderson delivered 
her address on "International Rela­ 
tions," which was well covered and 
especially Instructive to those who do 
not have time to read the dally news­ 
papers and other periodicals carefully. 
In presenting her subject Mrs. Hen­ 
derson divided it into two sections: 
first, present situations; second, the 
world's court of justice. Under the 
first heading she told of the decision 
won in the supreme court prohibiting 
the control of land by the Japanese 
She spoke on the Immigration bill 
which would enable the United State? 
to select Ito own future citizens from 
Europe instead of having to take th 
dregs as they are brought By th 
steamship companies.

The. speaker then touched .on the 
3erman food situation. She said that 
Germany had bumper crops this year 
and for the first time in modern his­ 
tory could be self-supporting. The 
rich land owners want gold marks for 
their crops, and the people do no 
have them. Therefore there will be 
many undernourished and half- 
starved, even though there is plenty

She went on to say that France 
had the sympathy of the world dur-
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ing the World war. She has not that 
sympathy now; her methods are too 
drastic. She wantn reparation but 
does not feel Indebted to the United 
States. England, however, Is paying 
off her debts to the United States. 
There are at the present time 190 
labor representatives in the opposition 
In the English parliament. There is 
much unrest and unemployment.

Greece Is in the -throes of an am­ 
icable revolution. Its king and queen 
were paid to abdicate the throne, and 
are receiving large sums of money to 
stay away.

Russia in her present condition is a 
menace to the United States and the 
rest of the world.

Speaking of the World Court, Mrs. 
Henderson said that the League' of 
Nations anrl the World Court were 
not the same; that the United States 
could belong to a world court of In­ 
ternational justice without belonging 
to the League of Nations.

The General Federation of Woman's 
Clubs has adopted the stand that war 
should be outlawed. War is a crime, 
and all moral and substantial support 
should be withdrawn to bring about 
international peace. "Women should 
stand for home, peace and harmony," 
concluded Mrs. Henderson.

Owing to the time being limited, 
Mrs. Hester Griffith Miller wns not 
able to give all of what would have 
been a very educational talk. In the 
15 minutes allowed hef she left valu­ 
able food for thought with most of 
those present. She called attention

to the difference In legislative moral 
measures since woman suffrage has 
been national. She told of the appeal 
that the late President Harding made 
on his last tour of the continent that 
of upholding the constitution and en­ 
forcing the law; also of upholding 
the great spiritual movement that i 
taking root In this country. She urged 
doing the things that those who have 
gone before would like to have done, 
rather than build marble monuments 
over their graves.

"The eyes of the whole world are 
on America, and she must not fail," 
declared Mrs. Miller. "Use Intelligence 
in voting. Study the candidates and 
support those who ring true, regard­ 
less of party affiliations." She 
warned against the methods that the 
liquor interests are using to nullify 
the Volstead act and weaken the 
Eighteenth amendment. ,,

Parks announced that in two weeks 
Prof. Barnett can secure one of the 
best parliamentary law teachers in 
Southern California for night classes 
at the high school for Tuesday and 
Friday nights. It will cost $5 for ten 
lessons, if eleven pupils enroll.
